Fire, and Candle, within the Limits of the Quarters of 
ſuch Troope or Company to which ſuch Souldier doth 
belong, ſhall not be compellable to receive, or entertaine 
{uch Souldier, or Souldiers, into his, or their Houſes, 

| and thatthe Souldier fo paid and provided for by the 

| Inhabitant ſhall be content therewich, under the penal- 
ties conteyned in a Declaration from my Selfe and the 
Army of the fifth of January 1647. And that all for- 
mer Orders and Ordinances for the taking away of. free 
Quarter, and the ordering and regulating of the Quar- 
tering of Souldiers be ſtrily obſerved as the contemners 
thereof will anſwer the contrary at their perills. Given 
under my hand and veale the five and twentieth of Fa- 
nary 1645.
